An accurate InveRigation into the origin and hiRory of, and the dif- 
■tindtions between, thefe leveral daffies of Rents, would require much -more , „ . 
time than the nature and objeds of our Commiffion would admit of ; we 
lhail therefore content ourfelves with giving a fummary account of each, 
taken chiefly from Howard's Hijiory of .the Revenue of Ireland, .a Book of 
Authority, and j 11 which the author appears to have derived .much -of his 
information on this fubjed from Original Records. - 

Under the head of Crown Rents have been claffed all. the Rentswhich: «Howara,-p. ji. 
•do not fall within the defeription of any of the other three Denomina- 
tions. .. ..

VIII. c. 5, veRed ab&Iutely in the Crown. Aiiother confiderable portioii 
of thofe Rents arofe on the Grants by James L of the fix forfeited or 
efeheated Comities of Donegal, Tyrone, Derry, Fermanagh, Cavan, and 
Armagh. Upon every looo Acres granted to Enghfh or Scottifh fet- 
tlers, called Undertakers, or to Servitors, that is, to Civil or Military 
Officers of the Cmwn who fliould refpedlively plant their Lands withBritjffi 
Tenants, a Rent of 6 s. ?>d. was refer'ved; on every looo Acres 
granted to Servitors who fhould plant their Lands with native Iriffi, a Rent 
of ;^.8. was referved ; and on every looo Acres granted to the native 
Irifli a Rent of ^.so. ly. \d. was referved. Thefe Grants contained other 
covenants and conditions no.t material to be now Rated., This f^ttlement 
has ufually been called The Plantation of Ulfter. The Lands comprehended 
ip thefe Gi-ants amonnted to about 500,000 Acres. 

Plantations were made by the fame Prince of forfeited ERates in various 
■other Counties of Ireland, on hmilar terms, and one was ' attempted in 
MunRer b-y his jiredeceffor Queen Elizabeth, on the Attainder of the iaR 
Earl of DeRnond, to the extent of 244,000 Acres, on which an Acreable 
Rent was propofed to be referved ; but this Plantation appears to have 
been but jrartially and imperfedlly effefted. The Crown Rents exiRing at 
the commencement of the Reign, of James. I. were, in many inRances, 
augmented by that Prince, by means of inquiries iiiRituted into defeflive 
Titles, .The DiRurbances and Rebellions with which Ireland . has been, 
for centuries haraRed and diRra<Red had occalioned a great coiifuhoii.of 
Titles ; the Rents referved by the Crmvn on former Grants had not been 
paid, and the otlier covenants and conditions thereof had not been per-, 
formed ; the fame Lands had often been granted to different Perfons.^ 
'PRe -l-oReffor^, therefore, in the time of King James, -were in many inRances 
glad to accept new Grants at increafed Rents. The_ Crown Rents were, 
further increafed in the Reign of Charles J. by ffmilar compromifes and 
•agreements for .confirmatioii of many of the Grants of Queen Elizabeth 
and King James, which were difeovered to be Rill defective ; and for the 
more effedlual feeurity of the Subject feveral Statutes were pafTed for 
Rrengthening and confirming Letters Patent palled or to be pafied for 
the remedy o£ defedtive 'Titles. Thefe agreerhents in the Reigns of 
James and Charles were adjuRed and' eRablifhed under the authority of 
Commiffions,<ca'lied“ Commiffions of Grace.” 

■ The Port Corn Rents coiiRitute another branch of the PerpetuaT 
Rents. The Port Corn is deferibed by Howard to have been originally 
•a kind of Rent paid by many of the Tenants of Religious Houfes, by 
.Service or Kind, by Port Corn or Marts, or by rendering of Corn or 
dth-er Produce of the Lands. The Ipecies of Com referved wei'c Wheat,; 
Bere, Malt, and Oatmeal ; and by one Grant Beeves arc referved.- 
In feveral of the Grants made by the Crown, and especially of the 
Re<Rories, and Tythes, and other {piritual PofTeffions of the diffblved 
MonaReries, the Port Corn Rents were referved as- well as the Growrf 
Rents already meiuioned. All thefe Port Corn Rents, which amounted 
to about ^.400 a year, were given by Queen EHzabetFt to ^he 
Lord Lieutenant, the MaRer of the Rolfe, the Lord Cftief JttRice*,’ 
^le Loa 4 Chief Baron, and the Prefidents- of MhmRer and' -CbmifttTght,' 
— ' ■ • -and 
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and were accordingly put upon the Eftablifhment in the 4.2A year of her 
■Reign. In the Grants from the Crown of the fpiritiial PolTefTions fubjedl 
to this Refervation there was ufually a Claule empowering the Grantee, on 
producing to the Vice Treafurer a Bill or Certificate teftifying, the delivery 
of the Produce relerved as Port Corn, to defalk or retain out of the Qrowii 
Rent they were to pay, in moft iiiftances^ Two Shillingsper peck for Grain, 
and Four Shillings for every Beeve ; and it appears by Conftats from the 
Rent Rolls of Queen Elizabeth, that the number of pecks charged as Port 
Corn on each Denomination were valued at tlie fame fum, which the Grantee 
was allowed to dedud from his Crown Rent, viz. 2S. per Peck. In 1763 
His prefent Majefty, by his Letter, direded that the Rents ufually accruing 
to the chief Governor for the Port Corn fliould in future be paid to the 
Commlffioners of the Revenue for the ule of His Majcfty, and the Auditor 
was accordingly ordered to put thefe Rents in charge on the Rent Rolls, 
that the fame might be colleded in like manner as His Majelhy’s other 
Rents. It would feem that no great advantage accrues to the Crown from 
enforcing the payment of Port Corn Rents from thofe Grantees, who by 
their Patent are entitled to dedud out of their Crown Rents the amount 
of what they pay for Port Corn. There are fome Port Corn Rents due 
on denominations, which never appear to have been granted away, but 
their amount is inconfiderable, and in fad it appears that no Port Corn 
Rents whatever are now on the Rental. 

The Rents called Composition Rents are Rents of lor. which were 
referved on every Quarter of Land in Connaught, on a Compofition, 
made in the 27th of Elizabeth, (and it would feem under the fandion of 
1 1 Elizabeth, c. 4*) between Sir John Perrot, then Lord Deputy, and the 
Lords Chieftains, and Inhabitants of that Province. They agreed to 
furrender their Lands, then held by Irilh Cuftom, fubjed to Quarterage 
of Soldiers, and other heavy and arbitrary exadions, in order to re- 
ceive Grants thereof from the King to hold by Englifii Tenure, fub- 
jed to the faid Rent. Other fimilar compofitions were made in the 
fame Reign, and many more in that of her fucceffor James the FirR, in 
the courfe of which all Tenures by Irifh Cuftom were completely abo- 
•liflied. . But although certain Rents were mofi: probably referved to the 
Crown on all thefe Compofitions, yet none are now diflinguifhed in the 
Rent Roll under the Title of Compofition Rents, except thofe of Ten 
Shillings on every Quarter of Land in Connaught ; and fuch of the other 
Compofition Rents as now'Iubfifi; are probably claffed in the Rent Roll 
'under the head of Crown Rents. The converfion, therefore, of Irifh into 
Englifh Tenures may be confidered as another fource from which a por- 
tion of the Crown Rents derived their origin. 

■ By far the mod confiderable branch of the Perpetual Rents are thofe 
-called Quit Rents. The Quit Rents were impoied or eftabliflied by the 
Ads of Settlement and Explanation of Charles II. By the Ad of Ex- 
planation all Lands veded in the King by that Ad, or tlie Ads of Settle- 
ment, and all Lands redored by virtue of Decrees, or by thefe Ads, and 
.not,. excepted bv exprefs words from Quit Rents, were lubjefled to the 
'fevdal Quit Rents in the faid Ads particularly mentioned. To explain the 
.effed and extent of this general provifion it will be necedary to give a 
' . zJ N fummary 
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fummary account of the proceedings had refpedhng the Lands forfeited 
or fequeftered by reafon of the Irifli Rebellion in 164), from- that period 
Until the Settlement of the Kingdom after the Reftoratioiv. 

In order to raife Money for quelling this Rebellion it was provided by 
feveral Englifli Afts of * 1 7 Charles I. that forfeited Lands fhould be al- 
lotted to fuch perfons as Ihou-ld advance Money or become adventurers in. 
the following proportions: Each Adventurer of £.200 lliould receive- 
1000 Acres in Ulfter ; of £.300 One Thoufand Acres in Connaught ; of 
^;.450 One Thoufand in Munfter and of £.600 One Thoufand Acres in. 
Leinfter, according to Englilh mea-fure. The Woods, Loughs, and barren 
Mountains, called unprofitable Lands, to be call in proportionably in ad- 
dition to every Man’s firare. Upon the Lands fo to be allotted, exclulive of 
the unprofitable laud, an Acreable Quit Rent was to be referved to the- 
Crown of id. per Acre in Ulfter, ij in Connaught, 2{ in Munfter, and 
3d. ill Leiiifter. 

In the progrefs of the Civil Wars between the King and the Parliaraer 
carte’sOimomt.voi.ii- in England, fevei'a! Ordinances were paffed by the latter, engaging tc 
give to every Perfbn who Ihould advance One Fourth more on his ori- 
ginal Subfeription, a Debenture for double the whole Sum flibfcribed, and 
Lands in proportion,, in latisfablion thereof. Thefe latter Ordinances 
are called “ The Doubling Ordinances.”, 

In 1652, when Ireland was completely reduced, theEngliih- Parliament 
Howan!, voi. i. p. 189 publilhcd ati Ordinance for the Settlement of the Kingdom by this Ordi- 
nance, and by another of 1653, and the Inftrudtions under which.it was. 
executed, a great proportion of the Popifh Proprietors were, on account of 
-their real or fuppofed concern in the Irifli Rebellion of 1641, or of their 
hoftiiity to the ullirped Powers, difpoflefled of their Eftates. Thefe Per- 
fons fo difpoflefled were divided into feveral Clafles, not by name but.bj 
general deferiptions, according to the different degrees of their fuppofed 
otiilt. One Clafs was allowed to claim and fue. out Decrees for Lands in 
Connaught or Clare, to the value of Two Thirds of their former Eflates r. 
Another Clafs might claim Decrees to the value of One Third ; and another 
Clafs, as the mofl; guilty, were to receive no Compenfation whatever. A 
great many loyal Proteflants were alfo difpoflefTed of their Eflates by thefe 
Ordinances on account of their adherence to the King’s Caufe. Thofe who. 
were to have Compenfation in Connaught and Clare were called “Tranf- 
plantable Perfons,” and fuch of them as fued out their Decrees were called 
Traniplanters.” By the fame Ordinance of 1653 Proviflon was made for 
fatisfying the Adventurers according to the Terms under which they 
had feverally advanced their Money. By this Ordinance it was alfo pro- 
vided that the Officers and Soldiers of the Englifli Army, who had ferved 
in Ireland under the Orders of the Parliament, fhould be fatisfied for the 
Arrears of their Pay out of the Forfeited Lands, and in the fame propor- 
tions as the Adventurers were for the Money advanced by them. A 
HowarO.voi.ii.p.113. Survey had been made, under the Authority of Two Commiflions, 
iffued in 1642, of all the Lands in Ireland, according to which it was pro- 



« Thefe Statutes, although ufually faid to be of the 17th Charles I. the year in which they 
were aftually palTed, are ftridly and legally fpeaking, Statutes of the l6th Charles I. and 
arc fo recited in all fubfequent Statutes, the Seffions in which they pafled having began in the 
xbthyearof that Reign. 

pofed 
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pofcd to allot the Lands to the Adventurers and Soldiers ; this was called 
“ The Civil Survey,” but as it was made by eftimate only, the Adventurers 
refufed to be bound thereby ; and Sir William Petty was therefore em- 
ployed to make an accurate Survey of the whole Kingdom, diftinguilhino- 
the profitable from the unprofitable Lands. This was done by aflual Sur- 
vey, except as to Connaught and Clare ; being laid down by Chain and 
Scale it was called “ The Down Survey.” Before the Reftoration, a confi- 
derable proportion of thefe Adventurers and Soldiers received their Allot- 
ments, and were put in poffelGon of the Lands, and many of the old Pro- 
prietors were tranfplanted to the lands allotted to them in Connaught and 
Clare. It was fuppofed that, in many inftances, by falfe admeafurements 
of their own, and by having profitable Lands allotted as unprofitable, and 
other irregular means, the Adventurers and Soldiers obtained much more H.w.rj, ™i.i. p.„,. 
than they were entitled to- Carwrnrmoud.voi.ii. 

Charles the Second, immediately on his Reftoration, made feveral 
Grants of the Forfeited feftates to individuals, and alfo reftored others 
to their former Eftates ; but for the general fettlement of the King- 
dom he publiftied a Declaration, in which he endeavoured to do juftice, 
or ma.ke feme compenfation, to the loyal or innocent Proteftants and 
Papifts, and at the fame time not to injure the Rights and Claims of 
the Adventurers and Soldiers who had in general concurred in his Refto- 
ration. 

The King, hawever, being mifinformed refpefting the quantity and C3rt=’sOrmond,w>i.a 
value of the Forfeited Lands, the Declaration caufed great diffatisfeaion, 
and befides could not be executed without the Authority of Parliament. The 
AS of Settlement was therefore paffed, which confirmed the Declaration, 
with many modifications ; but this Aa proving likewile unlatisfaaory, after 
long difcuffions, both in Ireland and England, between the different laterefts, isu. 
the Aa of Explanation was paffed modifying the A& of Settlement. By 
thefe Aas all the Lands forfeited or feized and fequeftered by reafon of the 
Rebellion, were fubjea to various conditions, qualifications, and exceptions, 
veiled in the King for the ufes and purpofes declared by the faid Aas. By 
the latter Aa theSoidlers and Adventurers were to have allotted to themTwo 
Thirds of the Lands they had on the 'yth of May 1659. Thefe quantities 
were to be computed in Irilh meafure according to the Down Survey, 
where the Down 'Survey had been taken, and where it had not, by 
the Strafford Survey, or fome other Survey to be made, wherein the un- 
profitable Land fhould be caft in together with the profitable, according to 
the method of the Down Survey. The Strafford Survey was made by Howird.voutp.,,, 
order of the Earl of Strtifford in the year 1639, but extended only to 
the Province of Connaught, the County of Clare, and fome tradis of Land 
in the Counties of Tipperary and Limerick. 

The Adventurers or Soldiers who were deficient in the whole or part 
of their claims were to have allotted in like manner Two Thirds of what 
they ought to have had. The Adventurers on the Doubling Ordinances 
were allowed to claim SatisfaiSlion only, foe the Sums adlually advanced by 
them, and for luch Sums were to be fatisfied in like proportion and man- 
ner as the other Adventurers. The Allotments made according to thefe 
Provifions have been held conclufive, as to the quantity of Land contained 
therein, between the King and the Parties. All Perfons who had received 
■Grants of Land from the Crow'n, wfith a few exceptions, and the Proteft- 

ant 
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anf purchafers from the Tranfplanters in Connaught and Clare, were alio 
to be retrenched One Third of what they refpechvely had. 

The innocent Proteftants and Papifts were to be reftored to their former 
Eftates, and alfo another defcription of Papifts, who, though involved in 
the guilt of the Irifti Rebellion, had by their fubfequent conduct merited 
the King’s favour. But all thefe perfons, except fuch as were exprefsly_ 
named in the A6ts, were required by the A6t of Settlement to make good 
their claims within a certain time, and according to certain qualifications- 
therein prefcribed. The Adventurers and Soldiers, who were in pofiefiion 
of the Lands to bereftored, were firft to be reprifed out of other Forfeited 
Lands to the fame value. 

By the fame A 61 s fome provifion was made out of the Forfeited Lands 
for the Arrears of a number of loyal Officers who had ferved in the Army 
in Ireland till 1649, thence called “ The Forty-nine Men,” but who on ac- 
count of their loyalty had been excluded from the fatisfaOlioa provided by 
the Parliament for the Arrears of the other Officers and Soldiers. We 
have already mentioned that by the A<ft of Explanation all Lands vefted in 
the King by that A 61 , and the A6l of Settlement, or reftored by virtue of 
any Decree, or by thofe A 61 s, and not excepted by expreis words from Quit 
Rents, fliould be liable to certain Quit Rents. It is obvious that. by this 
Claufe, as well as by an exprefs Claufe in the Aft of Settlement, all the 
Grants made by the King, of Lands forfeited in the Irilh Rebellion, were 
fubjeft to Quit . Rents, unlefs exprefsly exempted therefrom by thofe Acis. 
The only grant exprefsly exempted from Quit Rents, we believe, was that 
in favour of the Duke of Ypvk, afterwards James II. The Lands reftored 
to Proteftants were abb exprefsly exempted. It w'as provided by thefe 
A6ts that where the Rents referved on any Grants were greater than the 
Quit Rents, fuch greater Rents ffiould alone be payable thereon. 

, In apportioning and granting the Lands to the feveral Perfons entitled 

thereto, profitable Lands only were taken into account, although a pro- 
portion of unprofitable Lands, were, according to the original plan for la- 
tisfying Adventurers, caft into every Man’s Share, and on the profitable 
Lands alone Quit Rents are referved. In like manner it was on the pro- 
fitable Acres only of the Lands reftored to Papifts, or confirmed to Tranf- 
planters, that the Quit Rents were charged. In all cafes the Acreable 
Quit Rents were computed according to Englifli raeafure. The Quit 
.Rents to be j)aid v'ere, on every Englifti Acre of profitable Land in Leinftef 
3d. in Munfter 2jd. in Ulfter 2cl. and id|. in Connaught. 

The Commiffioners appointed to carry this' Arrangement into cffe6t gave 
'' Certificates of the Lands aftignecl by them to the Adventurers, Soldiers, or 

Proteftaiit purchafers from the Tranfplanters in Connaught and Clare, ac- 
Howaid,7oi.i. cordiiig to the diredtions of the faid Affts, and the Chief Governor on fuch 
Certificates caufed Letters Patent to be pafted to the Perfons lb entitled. 
The Papifts who made good their claims were reftored by Decrees of the 
Commiffioners. The Purchafers from the Tranlplanters were alfo confirm- 
ed in their Two Thirds by Decrees. The original Certificates of the Adven- 
turers, Soldiers, and Proteftant Purchafers, and the Letters Patent founded 
thereon, are in the Rolls Office. The Certificates are alfo enrolled in the 
Howard, voi. 11. r. i«- Second Remembrancer’s Office, and Tranferipts of them, and of the Letters 
Appendix, N‘ i. Patent, are in the Office of the Auditor. The Decrees of the Tranfplanters, 
ufually called “ Connaught Certificates,” are in the Chief Remembrancer.’’s 

Office, 
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-Office, and Tranicripts thereof in the Auditor’s Office. The prigmal of the 
Down Survey, and the Maps, were lodged in -the SurveyorGeneral’s Office 
It is not known whether there ever were any Maps for the Civil and Straf- 
•ford Surveys, at leaf! none nowexift. Manyof the Maps of the Down 
Survey were entirely burnt, and others mnch injured by a Fire, in the year 
1 71 1, -in the Public ’Offices, We have annexed an account of the prefent 
..Rate of thofe Maps. It appears from the Journals of the two ITouies of the 
-Irilh Parliament that a fetof Sir William Petty.’s Maps had been taken on 
•board a velTel on its paffage to England, carried to France, and lodged in the 
French King’s Library at Paris, that General Valiancy had obtained a Copy 
■'thereof, and liad lodged it in the Office of the Surveyoi' General, where it 
now is; that this Copy had been coiripared with many of the Maps ot the 
Down Survey Rill exifting, and had in all inRances been found corredf.^' 

A Bill was brought into Parliament to make this Copy legal Evidence, 
and pa-Red the Commons. — A Report of the accuracy of the Copy was 
made by a Coinmittee of the Houfe of Lords, but the Pariiameiit was pro- 
rogued the day this Report was made, and the Bill was never received. 
. — We annex a Lift of the 'Maps contained in the Copy. 

Abftradls of thfe Civil, Down,- and Strafford Surveys, were made out and 
lodged in the Auditor’s Office, aixl are called The Diftribution Books: 
They contain 011 one firle the pai'ticulars of the Survey, vi-z : the forfeiting 
Perfons, the denominations of the Land forfeited, the number of profitable 
Acres, and the number of unprofitable. On the other fide, the Diftribution, 
fpecifying the number of Acres profitable- and unprofitable, to whomf 
given, and whether by 'Decree, or by Certificate and Letters Patent, and 
the prefont Proprietor.— The Diftribution Books being only Abftrafls-, are 
not admitted as legal Evidence. 

The Commiffioners made up a Quit Rent Roll of the Lands reftored tb 
Papifts by Decree, divided by Counties, diftinguilhing the profitable Acres, 
on which alone the Quit Rents arifo. — This Rent Roll is in the Au- 
ditor’s Office. 

A fmall portion of Quit Rents- arifo from Lands not included in any of 
the Crants or Decrees above-mentioned. Where the whole of any deno- 
mination appeared not to have been granted, the remainder was called 
■“•Pius Lands,” or “Plus Acres;” and by the Statute 2nd Anne, c. 8, 
Rich Plus Acres are vefted in the Perfons then in Poirdfion thereof, on 
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•Condition of their paying the Quit' Rents for the fame at the rate impofod 
on the- other Lands of the lame denomination, granted under the Arfs of 
Settlement and Explanation. In- the Rent Roll certain other iindifpoled 
Lraids are alio included as lubjcdt to Quit Rents-, under the defeription of 
“ Undifpofod Lands 'Fhefe are denominations of Lands of ^^-hich no 
part was dilpofod of, and are therefore diftinfl from the Plus Acres. 

From the Letters Patent, Decrees', aild the other Documents before enu- 
merated, the Quit Rents were put in c-hargs in the Rent Roll. This was 
done by abftraduing the Rent referve'd,- •the' denomination of the Land, Uo^vard, vohi, p. s+;

This ablfradt was entered in the Rent Roll, under the head of the C-cunty 
where the principal denomination of the Lands contained- in the Grant 
was fituated. To this Rent Roll was added from the ancient 'Rent Rolls 
in the Auditor’s Office, and which Rill reniain there, , the • Crown and 
Compofition Rents then fubfifting. 'I'hcfe ancient Rents muR have been 
climiniffied in their amount by the Lands fubjeft to them having been in 
many inftances forfeited to the Crown in 1641, and of courfe the ancient 
Rents extinguiflred. In like manner the Lands reftored to Papifts being 
fubjedled to the Quit Rent, were not confidered as liable to any other Rent. 

The 
Compofition Rents to ^T.iooo, and the Quit Rents, toabout jr.50,000 ; of 
thefe Rents King James II. and King William III. granted away to the 
amount of ;^.4, 664 icr. 

Id. p, 54. Note. But by the Engliffi A6l of King William III. c._ 2. Sec. 25, it w^as 
enadled that all Quit Rents, Crown Rents, and Chiefries belonging to 
the Crown of Ireland, on the 13th February 1688, fhould for ever be 
for the flipport of the Government of Ireland, and be undienable. This 
claufe however was not to rnake void any Grant of any Quit Rent, or 
other Rent, on confideration of any jufi; Debt, releafed to the Crown, to 
the full value of iuch Grant. 

The Auditor General tranfmitted twice a Year a Rent Roll, fometimes 
to the Second Remembrancer, and fometimes to the Clerk of the Pipe. 
Procefs iffiued from the Office of the latter twice a year, viz. in the Hi- 
lary and Michaelmas Terms, to the Sheriff?, for the Colleblion of thele 
Rents. The refpeftive Sheriffs accounted for thefe Rents upon Oath once, 
a year i^ the Court of Exchequer. 

In the year 1 669 this mode of Collection was changed. The whole of 
the Hereditary Revenue was then put in Farm, and the Farmers judging 
it expedient to employ their own Collectors, thefe Rents were, durino- the 
continuance of the Farm, colleded and accounted for by them. The 
Haward.vfli.i. p. 57. Farmers divided the Country into Diftrits, and a Clerk of the Quit 
Rents was appointed, who made out the Charge, and alfo an Accountant 
General, before whom the Collector accounted. Thefe Officers made 
out their Charge and fettled their Accounts by the Records in the Auditor’s 
Office, to which the Farmers by their Patents had free accefs. It would 
Howard. voL i. p. 56. fecm all'o, that an arrangement was then made for the Colletion of thefe 
Rents, more convenient for the Subject. It often happened that Lands 
of different Denominations, and lying in diftant Counties, ivere included 
in the fame Grant, and one entire Rent referved on the whole. As every 
part of ihe Land was anfwerable to the King for the whole Rent, the 
whole was ufuariy put in charge to the Sheriff of that County in which 
the principal Denomination lay.. .The Poffeffor of this Denomination was 
therefore obliged to pay the Reut!on the v/hole, although the other Deno- 
minations belonged to other Perfons, by which means the Tenant of this De- 
nomination was put to great trouble and 'expeiife to recover the proportion 
due by the .Tenants of the reft. But the Farmers appear to have given 
the Rent on each Denomination imehatge to the Collector of the Diftricft in 
which it lay, , and this v/iftiout prejudice to' the King’s right to recover the 
^^'hole on any part. 

During 
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During the exigence of the Farms the Quit Rents were, in feveral in- 
stances, reduced, in confideration of the coarienefs and unproduflivenefs of • 
fome of the Lands lubje6t to them, and on one occasion, and in puiTuance 
of a King's Letter to the Lords Jufticcs, and afterwards by virtue of a Com- • 
miffion iffued under the great Seal of Ireland to the Lord Lieutenant and 
others, bearing Date the 25th June 1676. Other alterations in the Quit “on-aii, vei. i. p, 59. 
Rent Roll were made by order of the Court of Exchequer. All thefe al- • 
terations were entered in the Books of the Clerk of the Quit Rents, but 
not in thofe of the Auditor. 

Thefe Farms determined a iliort time before the Revolution of 16S8. It 
was then judged more expedient to continue the Colle6Hon of the Quit Rents 
by the DiRri^f Colledlors of the other Revenues, who were permanent 
Officers under the Commiffioners of the Revenue, and accounted for the 
Rents as they received them, than to revert to the old mode of Colleftion 
by the Sheriffs, who were changed every year, and who, by accounting ' 
only once a year, ulually had half a year’s Rent in their hands feveral w-p-ss-' 
months. 

It was, however, foutrd that the old Rent Roll of the Auditor, made out 
according to the Counties, in the manner we. have already deferibed, was not 
luited to this mode of CoIIedlion ; befides, the alterations made in the Rental 
by the Commiffioners of Reducement, and by the Court of Exchequer, were 
not entered in it. No certain Rent Roll exiRed, unlefs in the private 
Books of the Clerk of the Quit Rents, on which there was no check. — But 
the Court of Exchequer, taking notice of the imperfedf condition of the 
old Rent Roll, formed a new Rent Roll, according to the Colle(Rion by 
DiRridls, from the Auditor’s and Quit Rent Books, and the original Patents 
and Decrees. 

In this Rent Roll are placed, under the head of each DiRri(R, the feveral 
Counties, and under them the Baronies, the Tenants Names, denomina- . 
tions of Land, the number of Acres of the whole, and the Apportionment 
of each Denomination, with the reduced Rents, if there were any, all in - 
diRinft columns. 

This Rent Roll was completed in 1707. 

The Rent Roll, in this form, was furnlfhed by the Auditor to the Clerk 
■of the Quit Rents, who tranfmitted to the Collectors the particulars of the 
charge for their feveral DiRriiRs. By the Englifli Statutes for felling the i, wm. ni. c. s. 
Lands forfeited in Ireland in the Rebellion of 1688, it was provided, that ' '• 

•they Riould be fold, fubjedl to the Crown Rents, Quit Rents, or Compofi- 
;tion Rents, to which they v/ere fubjedl at the time of fuch Forfeiture ; and ' 
the TruRees for the Sale svere empowered, with the confont of the Com-’ • ■ 
miffioners of the Revenue of Ireland, to apportion ail Rich Rents, and- 
charge the lame on the party fubjedl thereto, fothat every part fold rriight ' 
be liable only to its proportion of the faid Rent; and if the laid TruRees. 
and Commiffioners ffiould not agiee before the 24th May 1703, the chief 
Governor of Ireland might make the like Apportionment. T'he Appbr- ' , ■ ' ' ’ 

•tionments made under thefe A(Rs were entered in a Book, which now m- 
inains in the Office of the Auditor General. The Court of Exchequer' has^ 
in other cafes, decreed an Ajjportionment of the Rents due to the -King', dm'- 
the application of the Parties, but never without reference to^the Attorney ‘ 

General and the Auditor^ the latter of whom apportions the Rent...- Snehr-' 

Decrees are always with' a Salvo, Jure - fo that the Crown may - 

2.. refort 
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refort to any of the Lands included in the fame Patent for the Rents 
therein referved. 

All thefe Rents falf due half yearly, viz. at Lady Day and Michaelmas ; 
but they are itfually collected only once a year by the Colledlors of Excife. • 
In cafe of refuihl by the j)erfons in poffeffion, the Colledlors moft ufually 
refort 6p the remedy by Diftrefs.. Where a fuflicient Dillrefs cannot be 
found on the Lands, the Court of Exchequer has ufually, on Affidavit of 
the facl, and a CpnRat from the Auditor, of the charge and the arrear 
due, ilTued a Writ of Seizure to the Sheriff ; on the execution of this Writ • 
•the Lands are granted in Cuftodium to a Truftee for the Crov'n, till out of 
the Rents and Profits the arrear is difcliarged. The Cro.wn may alfo have 
an Information in Debt, or an Englifh Information in the Equity fide of 
the- Exchequer, for Arrears of Rent, as the nature of the cafe may require. 

By the 9th William III. c. 6, the Colledioris required to give a Receipt 
Oil Parchment for payment of any part of thefe Rents, Ipecifying the fiim 
receh'ed, for what gale of Rent, that is, for what period, it was due, for 
what Land, and on what account paid ; and when one perfon Rands charged ' 
with feveral Runs in refpeft of diiferent parcels of Land, or vdien. the fame 
is in charge to othei' perfons, the Coliedlor, on receiving the fame or any - 
part thereof, is required to give the j)erfon in pofTefEon, on paying the 
lame, one Receipt or Acquittance for the whole Run paid, in which he 
Riouki fpecify the fum paid, by whom, for what gale of Rent, and for what 
Appendix, N’ 6. Lands. The Fees allowed by this Statute to be demanded and received by 
Hoivaid.voi.i, p.44. the Colle£lors for fuch Receipts we have inferted in the Aj>pendix. 

• The Coliedtors do not account for thefe Rents feparately, but in the 
fame Weekly and Monthly AbRradls and Quarterly Accounts in. which, 
they render an account of the other Duties within their Colle<Rjon. In 
the Weekly and Monthly AbRrafl and Quarterly Account ending on the 
5th April and loth 0 <Rober ref])ecHvely, they charge. themfelves with the 
whole amount of the Half Years Rents becorne due on thofe days. But, 
in faff, thefe Rents are collefted only once a year, and the Years Rents 
fallen due on the loth of Offober are uRially colleffed before the dole of 
the Revenue Year, on the 5th January following. • But to Ihow on the face 
of their AbRracls the pr'ogrefs of the aftual Collection, they enter in a 
feparate column in each AbR-ract, provided foj- the purj)ofe in the printed ■ 
form thereof, the amount of the uncollefted Arrear on the day on which - 
each AbRraft is clofed. Thus between the 5th of April and loth Oftober,.

To thefe AbRrads is added the amount of the Arrears, called Infolvent 
Arrears,-” outRanding in each DiRrtd. The total of thefe Arrears, out- 
Rancling on the 5feh January 1 806, amounted to £. 88,104. lor. 6 d^. T'he 
principal caule. of Rich an accumulation of Arrears is the difficulty of find- Appex^drK,■^^• it-. 
ing cut the Lands from the denomination or defeription of them in the 
Colledor’s Rent Roll. T'he Auditoi', or Clerk of the Quit Rents, by re- 
forting to the original Grants, Decrees, and Certilicates, and particularly to 
the Down Survey, or to the Copy of Sir Wm. Petty’s Maps, lodged in the 
Surveyor General’s Office by General Vallancv, has often difeover-ed the 
Lands. Another means of difeovering Lauds, fubjed to any of thefe pei’- 
petual Rents, has been provided by Statute : By 3 Geo. III. cap. 22, where 
any of thefe Rents were in Arrear 20 years prior to a day therein mentioned., 
the Proprietor of the Lands, on giving in both the ancient and prefent de- 
feription thereof, ana fubmitting to pay the Rents accrued Ribfequent to 
the day therein named, was difcharged from the 20 years Arrears accrued 
prior to Rich day, provided the Auditor General certified that no Rent had 
been paid thereon during Rich period. Several iimilar Statutes have been ir, la c. in. c. j?.

•denominations, amount to 'the whole Quit or Crown Rents, accrued 
thereon for a long fpace of time, and in moR cafes for upwards of loo 
years; and it is Rated in the Collectors Returns of thefe Arreais at ditic- 
xent periods, that the Lands could not be difeovered. Vfe think it is highly

. By an Adl of 38 Geo. III. c. 72, .amended by 39 Geo. 3.. c. 33, tdie Quk

^certain terms and conditions therein mentioned, and the.prod’uce of Inch

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Sales direfted to be paid into the Exchequer to pay off a Loan railed for the 
current Service of the- Year. Iz appears from the Journals of the Houle 
of Commons for the year 1799, that Quit and Crown Rents, and Col- 
ledfor’s P’ees, to the annual amount of ^.322 fjr. 8i/. were fold, and the 
Purchafe Money amounted to £. 6 ,^S 5 ^4-f- W - ; fince that time it does 
not a|)pear that any further Sales have taken place ; and we underftand 
that the Adts have been confidered as defedhve. We cannot but approve 
of the policy of feliing all the perpetual unimproveable .Rents, and moR 
earneRly recommend that the Legislature fliouid give effedl to that mealure 
by another Statute; but at the fame time we beg leave to obferve, with 
great deference, that thefe Rents conftitute a part of the Hereditary Re- 
venue of the Crown ; and that by the Civil Lift A 61 of 1 793, the produce 
thereof forms a part of the conlblidated Fund, at the difpofition of Par- 
liament, during His Majefty’s life only ; and as doubts may arife whether 
an equivalent for the reverfionary Intereft of the Crown in thefe Rents, 
in cafe of their being fold, be lufficiently provided for by the 15th Sec. 
of that Afl, we take the liberty of fuggefting, that in any future Statute 
for their Sale, provifion ftiould be made for vefting the Produce thereof in 
Government Securities, the Intereft and Dividends of which fhould be 
made payable to the Conlblidated Fund during His Majefty’s life, and af- 
terwards to His Heirs and Succeftbrs. We are the more confident in this 
recommendation from oblerving that the fame provifion was made by the 
Britilh Legif ature in an Abf direbting the Sale of the Fee Farm Rents in 
England. 

With regard to the Sale of the Crown Lands we are inclined to think a 
, different fyfteru Ihould be purfued, but on this point we fiall deliver our 
opinion before we dole our Obfervations on that part of our fubjedl to 
which we now proceed. 

CROWN LANDS. 

Very large Forfeitures accrued from time to time to the Crown, but a 
great proportion of them were ufually either reftored to the former pof- 
ielTors, or granted away to Englifh Settlers, with a view to the extenfion and 
more fecure eftablilhment of the Englifi Laws and Government in the 
different parts of the kingdom. It appears from Sir John Davies’s Hifto- 
rical Trads, that there exifted In his time detailed accounts of the various 
branches of the Royal Revenue from a very early period, and we under- 
ftand that there are ftill a great number of ancient Rentals in the Auditor’s 
Office. It would be very difficult, and is befides foreign to the objeds of 
our Inquiry, to obtain from thefe Rentals, which are not colleblecl together 
in any order, a ftatement of the Land Revenues of the Crown at different 
periods, but as a matter of fome curiofity we annex a copy of the Abftraft of 
a detailed account of the Revenues of Queen Elizabeth for the year 1577, 
in which are diftinguilhed thofe Revenues which appear to arife in any 
manner from Land. It appeared from an infpeblion of this Account, that 
Gonliderable Eftates belonged at that time to the Crown, and were demifed 
for terms of years, and in many inftances for Ihort periods. 

Immeiife Forfeitures accrued afterwards to Queen Elizabeth, in Mun- 
fter, by the rebellion and attainder of the Earl of Defmond, and his ad- 
herents; part of the Lands lb acquired were granted to Englilh Settlers, 
and the reft appear to have been reftored or abandoned to the former poftef- 

ioU, 
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fors. Other £xten-fiv.e Forfeitures i>ecame ■wefee-d m the OfO\’.^ hi the lat- 
ter end of her Re-ign., -which, together wkh the fix efebeated Counties -itt 
inker, -were almok entirely diipofed of by King James^ in the manner 
imentioned in -the former part of this .Report, The Forfeitures of 1 6.4* 
were direfled by the Acts of .Settlement and Explanation to he diiiiafed of 
according to the feveral provihons of thofe Adis, and we have .already 
given a particular account of the manner in which thefe Pi-ovifions were 
tcarried into execution. It appears, however, from a Return made to us by Aiipendii^,N»-i7. 
the Auditor General of the Lands now veiled in the Crown, and demlfed 
•for terms of years, that a confiderahle proportion thereof was forfeited in 
1641. It is .probable that in feme kikances the Title of the Crow.n was not 
■difcoverec! till after the diftrihution of the F-orfeitures was clofed by the 
Commiffioners. In oilier i-nftances the Grant of a long Term, fubjedi to a 
fmall Rent, may have been judged a fofficient fatisfadiion of the Claim of 
the Grantee. In this Return there are-feveral Grants or Demiies of Lands 
to. which the Auditor has not been able to afcertain when the Title of the 
Crown accrued. Thefe Lands we may prefume are the only remains of 
the ancient Inheritance of the Crown in Ireland. In a few cafes it would 
feem probable, from the circumiiances Rated in the Return, that the de- 
-miied Term was the only Intereft acquired to the Crown by the F orfeiture, 
and that the Reverfion belongs to the Heirs of the Perfon whofe Rights 
are exprelsly-faved in the Grant- We have only to recommend tliat pro- 
per inquiry be made to aicertain in every fuch cafe whether the Reverfion. 
belongs to the Crown. 

.Befides the Lands mentioned in the Rental returned to us by the Auditor 
General, which contains only fuch Crown Lands as have been demifed for 
terms of years, there appears on the Books of Survey and Diftrihution a 
multitude of Denominations of Lands, called Undi-fpofed Lands, and which, 
as we have already mentioned, are entered in the General Rent Roll, and 
charged with Quit Rent. Thefe Denominations in general confift of very 
fmall Quantities- of Land, although fome of them contain confiderahle 
Tradls. Thefe Lands, in the Reign of Cha, II. were probably of very 
little value, for it may be prefumed that, had they been worth more than 
the Quit Rents, the perfons who were not fatisfied with their Allotments 
or Provifion under the A6ls ofSettlement and Explanation (of which there 
were probably many of every defcriptioii) would have obtained Grants 
thereof. Thefe undifpofed Lands were put on the Quit Rent Roll, and 
therein charged with Quit-Rent, accordingto the number of Acres, and the 
Province in which the Lands lay, In many cafes without any Name in the 
Column for Proj:)rietors, but in other cafes Names apj>ear in that Column, 

'but without any defcriptioii as Occupiers of the Lands, or otherwife. A 
Provifion of the 2d Anne, c.S, affords a convincing proof that thefe Lands- 
were, in many iaftances, not worth the Quit Rents. The 2d Sedtion 
taking notice that there were feveral Denominations of Lands entirely un- 
difpofed of, which, as well as forae of the Plus Acres, were fo coari'e and 
barren, that -they were not worth the Quit Rents, and therefore remained 
defolate, it was enafted that the Lord Lieutenant and Six of the Privy 
Council might demife or grant the fame to any Protekant, for fuch term.s, 
and on fuch Rents, as they fhould judge reafonable.- And it apjjears frorn 
the Rental -that feveral Leafes have. been granted of fuch Lands in purfli- 
.ance of the Paid A 6 t, at Rents fefs than the Quit Rents. It is evident, that 

-2. wherever 
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•wherever fuch Leafes were taken of Plus Acres, at Rents under the Quit 
-Rents, the Claul'e, vefHug ahiblutely fuch Plus Acres in the then PofTelTors, 
on payment of the Quit Rents, did not apply, but that luch -Plus Acres have 
•remained vefted in the Crown. The Rents referved on thefe Leafes were 
■put in charge on the Rent Roll. 

•Rut. it appears that one of the Leafes, under the A6l of Queen Anne, of 
a conliderabie trad! of Land, has been omitted in the Rent Roll ; as this 
„ ' Leafe is very peculiarly circumftanced we lhall give a Ihort account of itc 
.Appendix, N» j8 This was a Leafe of the Lands of PobleO‘Keefe, purporting to contain 5981 
Iriili Acres, made in the year 1721, by the Lord Lieutenant and Council, 
■to Lewis Jones, Lfquire, for the term of 99 years, at the Rent of ;,r.8,6 per 
Annum. Thefe Lands Rood in the Auditor General’s Quit -Rent Roll in 
Appendix N'l name of tlie Hollow Sword-Blade Company till the year 1707, when 
thev were difchargecl by Order of the Court of Exchequer ; they are entered 
again ill the fame Rent Roll, but notwithRanding the above-mentioned 
-Older, Rill to the charge of the Hollow Sword-Blade CompaiiN', This, the 
Auditor is of opinion, was done by miRake, and that the fec.ond entry fliould 
• have been as nndifpofed Land. 

On reference to. the Accounts of the Quit Rents, made up in the Quit 
Rent Office, it a})pears that no Rent was paid on account of thefe Lands, 
•previous to 174.31 but that from that period up to Michaelmas 1805, 
per Annum has been paid, and the remainder of the i6r. 6 hd. is 

•uni'formly Rated as an Infolvent Arrear.

It uj)pears by a Statement delivered to us by the Solicitor for the King’s 
Rents, that Lewis Jones got into poffeffion of only about 1903 Irlfli Acres 
•of thefe Lands, and that this quantity was probably all that belonged to the 
Crown ; and that in -1744 the then Law Officers of the Crown advifed that 
•a Rent proportionate to this quantity fliould be accepted. This proportion 
■of ^.30 per Annum feems to have been calculated according to the rate of 
Quit Rent, and not according to the Rent referved in the Leafe. This 
Leafe was never entered in the Auditor’s Office, and therefore could not 
he on the Rent Roll. It will expire in 1820. 

I'he undifpofed Lands not granted on Leafe under the Statute of Queen 
Anne, remain in the Quit Rent Roll charged with the Quit Rents. In 
many inRances thefe Quit Rents appear to have been paid by the Perfons 
in pofTeffion of fuch Lands. On other denominations no Quit Rents have 
been coliedfed, either bccaufe the denominations cannot be difeovered, or 
becaufe they remain waRe. Thefe undifpofed Lands miiR now, from the 
improved Rate of the Country, and of .Agriculture, be of fome value, and 
worth much more than the Quit Rents. But it deferves the ferious con- 
fideration of Government and of Parliament how far it would be reafoii- 
able or -advifable at this day to diRurb a pofTeffion which has fubfiRed 
without iaiterruption for upwa.rds of a century. 

It appears from the Rental that in many InRances the Leafes are expired, 
and have never been renewed, and that the old Rents Rill remain on the 
Rent Roll and continue to be coiledled. 

In the Return from the Auditor there are fome Leafes of Lands that 
were forfeited in 1688, but as thefe Lands were only recently put on the 
general Rental in the Auditor’s Office, and as there are other Lands, for- 
feited at the fame time.

A.Dpctidix, N- 23. aeainft the Colkaors for thefe Rents, nor do they appear to have accounted 
for them at any regular ftated periods, but frequently to account tor lever^l 
years Rents at the fame time. The Colleftors, on ■accounting -for their Re- 
ceiiits to the Cafliier, produce -an Account in which they charge them- 
felves with the grofs Sums received, and difeharge themfeives by cei - 
tain allowed Payments thereout, and pay the Balance to the Ca&ier. 
He has no Rental of thefe Eftates in bis OIEc^ and has 110 other 
Check on their Accounts but by referring to the Sums ^id in former 
years. Thefe Accounts are not fubjedl to any other e-xamuiation. nor dp 
the Colleftors return Accounts of thefe Receipts and Payments to any otlier 

Office. The Cafliier does not report to the Commiffioners fuch Colleaors 

as are irregular in paying and accounting for thefe Rents. The Gafliief 
pays out of his Receipts certain Charges of Management allowed by the 
Commiffioners, and pays the net Balance to the Receiver General beipg 
alib Colleaor of Dublin Port, he charges himfeif with the net Balance m 

Appendix, N- 7. his Account of the Port Duties, and the Accountant General i»ffes this 
article of his Account without any other Voucher than the Cafnler s Cer- 
tificate of its amount. We have inferted in the Appendix a Rental, returned 
to us by the Commiffioners of the Revenue, of thefe Eftates, as it ftood on 
.Appendix, N- 24. the 6th of January laft. This Rental contains the names of the Leffees, 
the Denomination and Quantity of the Land, the Barony and County wiiere 
lituated, the Date of the Leafe, the Term and the Rent, with a column of 
Obfervations. - . ' 

It is faid that at the time the Commiffioners of the Revenue were in- 
trufted by the Englifli Parliament, in 1 704, with the Colleftion of the 
Rents of the unfold Eftates, it was not known with certainty whether any 
fuch Eftates exifted. 

The A<ft of Anne empowered theTruftees of thefe Forfeitures to reward 
the difeoverers of fuch Eftates according to their ditcretion, provided fuch 
Reward did not exceed one Fourth of the Value of the Eftates fo difeovered.. 
Although this power was not vefted in the Commiffioners of the Revenue, 
yet wc are informed that they exercifed the fame cliferetion with the fanc- 
Appendix, N- 25. tion of the King, or of the Lord Lieutenant. This difcretlon appears to have 
been exercifed in a few inftances by allowing one Fourth of the Rents to be 
Annually paid to the difeoverers.. 

Appendix, N= 26- called for a Return of the groft and net Produce of thefe Eftatea

It appears from this Return, that the Rents were either colledled, or paid 
over by the ColleQors, very irregularly. But obferving the grofs Produce

'owiiw to the Colledlor’s not having, till very .lately, been apprized 'of the

iceivinc^.this information, applied to the Tenants for the Arrear, and that, 

,on the i6th of the prefent month, nearly the whole Amount was paid to the 
Calhier. From this Account, and the Obfervatio'ns annexed to it, it ap- 
pears, that on the 6th January. 1806 there was das and nnaccounted for

'Itfurthcr appears, that the three.Leafes granted by 
Letters Patent have been put in charge by the Clerk of .the Quit Rents, but Appendix, N* 29. 
that the putting them in charge .is nugatory, as the Colle6iors 'are ftill re- 
quired to account with the CaOiier ofForfeited Eftates.for;thefe Rents, and 
are to receive credit for the charge in their Revenue Account. 

We have further to obferve, that it appears, from the Return of the grofs Appendix, IsJ'* 26. 
and net Produce' of thefe Eftates for the laft .1 i yea'r§, that the net has 
always been confiderably iefs than the grofs Produce. 

It appears, from the Return of the Payments .out of, or chargeable upon.. Appendix, N'‘ 25. 
the forfeited' EFates, that .they .confift chiefiy of an Allowance ^of 5 pef 
Cent, to the ColleRors on their Receipts ; of one Fourth part of the Rents 
of fome of the Lands, paid Annually to .the difeoverers thereof? of the So^ 

Heitor’s Bills; the Salaries of the.Solicitor and the Clerk, in the Forfeiture 
Office ; the Quit Rents,, which are accounted for by the CoHedtors, in their 
General Revenue Accounts ? and the Allowance, formerly of 5 .per Cent, 
but for fome years paft of 4 per Cent, to the Calhier on his Receipts. 

Three of the Leafes made by .the Commiflione'rs of the Revenue appear 
by the Rental to have been granted to continue -during the Gemraiffioners 
intereR. This is a very indefinite expreffion. The Commi/Honers, in 
point of Law, feem to have derived no Intereft or ERate in the Lands^ 
from the Statute of Queen Anne ? and it has been generally thought that 
they had no power to leafe. But, whate\ur may have been the legal power 
of the Commiffioners to leafe, a Leafe during their IntereR -muR have been 
intended and underRood by the Parties to mean a Leafe to laR only while 
;4he powers .vefled by the Adt .of Anne remained in the Commiffioners. 

This power feems to have been annulled by :the BritiRi A 61 of 33 Geo. III. 

,c. 46, already mentioned, and it Ihould ••therefore follow that all Leafes, 

^during the Commiffioners int.ereR fhould be confidered as having deter-. 

..mined in 1793. 

It appears from the foregoing detail, that the Forfeited ERates of 1688 
have riot been managed v/ith that care and regularity which could have .been, 
wilhed, and that from 1793, (pecial powers given to the Com- 

miffioners of the Revenue were annulled, they ought to b^^e been put in. 
charge by the Auditor General, on the Rental, and colledlcd and accounted, 
for With the King’s other Rents. By this Arrangement 5 per Cent, on the 
grofs and 4 par Cent, on the net Produce .of thefe ERates, andalfo th«.

To prevent any riiifappreheiifion refpedting the validity of the EngliRi 
Statute's difpOfmg of Forfeited Ehlates ih Ireland, we ought' to mention,

Appendixj N° 3f. late Rebellion of 1798 Several Forfeitures accrued to the Crown 

of which we have alfo inferted in the Appendix a Return, flatino- the 
Lands forfeited, the forfeiting Perfons, and the jrrefent Rents. From the 
obfervations annexed to this Return it appears that all thofe Lands are 
lubjcfl to large Encumbrances, and therefore that no preibnt benefit accrues, 
from them to the Crown. ' 

When a Grant or Leafe of any Eftate is to , be paffed, the Lord Lieute- 
nant iffues a Warrant to the Surveyor General and the Auditor General to 
. make out a Particular of the Eftate, The Surveyor General makes out a 

Survey on Parchment, and gives the Auditor the” Particular, and out of 
the Survey alcertains the Rent payable to the Crown. The Survey re- 
mains with the Auditor, and the Particular, when examined and fwned 
IS rent to, the' Lord Lieutenant, upon which a Warrant ifllies to the Attor- 
ney General to prejiare a Fiat, purfuaut to fuch Particular. The Clerk of 
the Pipe draws and engroffes all the Leafes of the King’s Lands. Wp 
, do not find, however, that any aaual Survey is made of the Lands fo 
as to afeertain the real quantity or value thereof prior to fuch new 
JLeafes. 



Having now deduced the Hiftory, and explained the prefent State of all 
the Lands which appear, from the feveral Returns made to us, to belonv to 
the Crown, we fliall proceed to ]iropofe fuch Regulations for the improye- 
ment and future management of thofe Lands as appear heft adapted for 
this purpofe. In a former part of this Report we have recommended the 
immediate Sale of all the perpetual unimproveable Rents. But the reafons 
■which induced us to make this recommendation do not apply to the Crown 
Lands. The value of the firft is afeertained, and ean never increafe. The 
value of the. latter is imperfeftly known, and it would probably' be dif- 
advantageous to the Crown and the Public, to proceed to fell thele Lands 
in their prefent ftate ; we therefore recommend, in the firft place,' that a' 
feparate Renta! be immediately formed of all the Crown Lands fpecifyinv 
theDiftricf, County, Parifti, and Barony, in which fuch Lands are fituated° 
the Denomination, and number of Acres of the Lands, the Leffees, the 
Date of the exifting Leafe, where there is any, the time of its .e.xpira’tion . 
and the Rent relerved. Where there is no Leafe now exifting, the date of 
the laft, the time when it expired, and the Rent referved thereon ; and 
where the Lands are fubjefl to Encumbrances, the particulars thereof'to be 
mferted in a ieparate Column; all the Lands, of every delcription, inierted 
in this Rental, which now appear in the General Renta), flioukl he clifchareed 
theretrom, and inch latter Rental Ihould in future contain only the umm- 
proveable Rents. We have next to recommend, that all the Lands, where' 
the Leafes are either expired, or near expiring, Ihould be immccliatelv fur- 
veyed by Ikilful praflical Surveyors ; and that no Grant or Leafe of any fuch 
Lands Ihould be made till the Survey and. Valuation thereof has been re 
turned on Oath to the Officer of the Surveyor General. That on' all new 
Leafes to be gi anted, the heft Rent, without any Fine, Ihould be referved- 
and that no Lea.e, except for Building, Ihould be granted .for a longer form’ 
than 31 years, h or fecurnig the due obfervance of thefe Regulations, a Law 



Ihould 
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fhoukl be palTecl containing ,pro%-i{ions fimilar to thofe of the Adi lately 
jjaTecl in Great Biatain, fur the management of the Land Revenue of the 
Crown, with fuch variationa as the local circumRances of this Country fhall 
^appear to the Legiilatiire to require. 

If it, fiionid not be deemed advifable to alTert at this day the Title of the 
Crown to -the Lands termed Undi^joled Lands, which have in many in- 
Ranees been IlitFered to remain in the undifturbed poffeffion ofthe Subjea 
ever fince the Reign of Charles II. and efpecially in thofe cafes where by 
the Receipt of the Quit Rents fuch .pofTeffion has in a manner been ac- 
knowledged, we are inclined to rccomme[id that the Provilion of the 
Act of 2nd of Anne, c. 8, for veRing the Plus Acres in .the poireflbrs 
thereof, Ihoukl, fubjedt to fuch modifeatidns and exceptions as may apjjear 
equitable and expedient, be extended to undirpofed Lands. 

We take this opportunity of fiiggeRijig alfo the expediency of iimlting 
by Statute the Right or litle of the Crown to fbrae precife period. By 
the Britifh Acl of 9 Geo. III. c. 1 6, it was eiiadted, that His MajeRy, His 
Heirs and SuccefTors, fliould not, except in the cafes therein l|3ecified, file 
*or queRion any perfon for or concerning any Manors, Lands, or Heredita- 
ments, or for any Rents, Iffues, or Profits thereof, by reafon of any Title 
which had not accrued or fhould not thereafter accrue within Sixty years 
next before the commencement of any Suit or Proceeding for the fame. 
With great deference we fubmit to the confideratioii of Parliament, whe^ - 
therit would not be advifable to pafs a fimilar Statute for quieting Pof- 
feffions, and confirming defedlive Titles in Ireland, but with Rich provifions 
.and claufes as the local circumRances of this Country Riould appear to re- 
‘•quire. 

Since '-this Report was drawn up, and while we were waiting for feme 
Returns 'to beinierted in -the Appendix, an A6lhas been pafled -for amend- 
ing the Adis of 38 and 39 Geo. Ill, for 'the Sale of the Perpetual Rents, and 
•the Crown Lands. As the Bill was not printed we have had no opportu- 
nity of knowing how far its proviRoiis may Riperfede the obfervations we 
Lave taken the liberty of making on thofe Statutes, or the Plan we have 
ventured to recommend for the future management and improvement of 
the Crown Lands. Under thefe circumRances, and having already fpent 
much time in endeavouring to obtain fatisfadlory information on the fevera-1 
Ribjedls of this Report, we have thought it moR advifable to clofe it in 
its prefent form, and to proceed without further delay to the InveRigation of 
the other branches of the Public Revenue.

THAT he is firfl Clerk in the A.uditor General’s Office; was appointed bv 
Warrant from the Auditor General, in September 1764. 

The Patents or Grants of all Crown Lands, fubjedt to a Rent of any defeription, 
payable to His Majefly, Hiould be entered and lodged in the Auditor General’s Office. 
Thefe RcnK are of difierenc denominations; viz. 

Quit Rents, 

Crown Rents, 

Port Corn Rents, 

Rents of Plus Acres, and Undifpofed Lands, and 
Compofirion Rents. 

Quit Rents are Rents referved, and chargeable by the Acre, upon -certain Lands 
forfeited or feguertered in- 1641. 

Crown Rents are all Rents payable to the Crown out of Lands, and not included 
in any of the ocher -denominations, and all Rents referved on grants of Fairs and 
Markets, Fiffierics and Fendes. 

Port Corn Rems are certain Rents paid by the Tenants to the Monafteries and 
Abbies before their DifTolution, and afterwards vefted in the Crown. Thefe Rents 
•were payable in money or kind, but no Port Corn Rent now appears upon the 
Rental ; and he believes the reafon to be, that the perfon liable to the fame is autho- 
rized by his Grant to dediifl the amount out of the Crown Rent, to which he is alfo 
fubjefl, and therefore the full Crown Rent only is put in Charge, and colleded. 

Plus Acres are fuch part, of any denorr.inadon, as was not granted away. 

Undifpofed Lands are entire denominations of forfeited Land, which do not appear 
to have been granted away. 

. Thefe two deferiptions nf Lands were part of the Forfeitures of 1641, .and were 
fubjected, by .the A.ds of Settlement and Explanation, to the fame Quit Rents as were 
payable on the other Lands then forfeited. 

Compofition Rents are certain Rents referved to ihc Crown upon a compofiiion 
made in the Reigns of Queen Elizabeth and King James the Firll, between their 
Majeilies and the Lords and Chieftains of Connauglit, in lieu of Ceffes, imprefs, and 
Qiiarterage of Soldiers. 

From the afore-mentioned Patents, Grants, and Indentures of Compofition, Books 
in the form of Kent Rolls are made our, and remain in the Auditor General’s Office. 
With refpedl: to Quit Rents, thefe Rent Rolls deferibe the Counties and Baronies 
wherein the Lands lie, the Patentees names, the denomination ol the I,and.s, the 
number of Acres, and the yearly Rent. With refpedt to Plus Acres and Undifpofed 
Lands, they deferibe the Counties and Baronies wherein the Lands lie, the denoms- 
nation of the Lands, the number of Acres, and the yearly Rent. The Rent Rolls for 
Crov/n Rents contain the County, Barony, Patentee, the name of one or two deno- 
-niinations of the Lands, with the grofs' yearly Rent. The Rent Rolls for the Corn- 
pofition Rents contain the County, Barony, the name of the Compounder, the deno- 
•mination of the Land, and the yearly Compoficion, it.is fubjefl to. 

The Rent Rolls, as to Crown Lands fet or grained on determin.ible Leafc.s, contain 
the County, the Barony, the Tenants names, the number qf Acres, the date and 
term of the Leafe, and the yearly Rent. Copies of thd'e Rent Rolls are made out 
'by the Auditor General for each Diftriifl:, and fent to the Clerk of the' Quit Rents, 
for the jiurpufe of .his furuUhing the refpciStivc Colieilors with an Account of tiic 
i'cverakjlents they are to collcdt. 

2, • T ' • Examinant 
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Examinant faith, That ricvrr having compared the Records of the King’s Grant 
jn the Acciiror General’s Office, wiih the Books containing the Rent Rolls, he-cannot 
ay, tltat ail the Grants are entered in chofc Books ; and further faith, that on two or 
three occafions, he has difcovered Lands belonging to the Crown, which were not 
entered in thofe Books, or given in charge to the Colleflors. In fuch cafes it has been 
tl-.e pra^ice to charge fuch Lands with the Rents from 1692, being the period at 
v.-hich, according to the old Rent Roll, all the Rents are made to commence, I'lie- 
Arrears nowin Charge have, in every inrtance, accrued fince that period. 

Arrears, to a confiderablc amount, have from time to time been difeharged by the 
Court of Exchequer, in confequence of the Pi oprictors of the Lands fubmitting to 
pay the Rents in future under the provificns of fcvcral Afts of Parliament made in 
the prefent Reign. 

Befjdes the Books containing the afore-mentioned Rent Rolls, there are Books kept 
in the Auditor General’s Office, called the Books of Survey and D'iftribucion. Thcfc 
Books contain the names of the perfons who forfeited in 1641, the denomination.of 
the Lands of the County, Barony, and Parifh wherein they lie, the number of Acres 
])roficab!e and unprofitable in each denomination. This part of the Books he believes 
was made out in 1657 ; they alfo contain the names of the Granters under the Adis 
of Settlement and Explanation. Alfo, tiie like particulars of the Plus Acres and Un- 
difpofed Lands. 

Thefe Books alfo contain, in many- infiances, the particulars of Lands not forfeited, 
with the names cf tlie Fropriecois. 

Tranferipts of the Certificates and Decrees of the Commiflloners under the Adis 
of Settlement and Explanation are lodged in the Auditor General’s Office. 

AH the Grants of Land* under thcfc Adts are recorded in the Office of the Auditor 
General. 

There are in the Auditor’s Office a number of the ancient Rent Rolls ; but, being 
lately removed with many ocher Records of the Office to an apartment in the Four 
Courts, they are in great diforder. 

The Mountain Lands of Pobble O’Keefe, containing 5,981 Acres, ftood in the 
name of the Hollow Sword Blade Company lUl the yeax 1707, when they were dif- 
eharged by order of the Court of Exchequer. 

But they appear entered again in the fame Rental, and nctvvith&anding the above- 
mentioned order, to the charge of the Hollow Sword Blade Company ; but this Exa- 
minant is of opinion chat this was done by miftake, and chat the fecond Entry ffiould 
have been as of Undifpofed Lands. 

No Leafe or Grant of thefe Lands to I.ewis Jones, elq. or to any Pthef perfon, 
appears ever to have been entered in the Auditor General’s Office. 

All Grants or Leafes of Crown Lands under the Great Seal, fubjefl to any Rent, 
ought to be entered with the Auditor, to enable him to put the fame in charge. 

Several Leafes of the unfold Lands of the Forfeitures of 1688, have been made under 
the Great Seal fince 1 795, and they have been regularly put in Charge, when brought 
to the Auditor’s Office, for the Rent from the commencement thereof according to 
the Leafe. The Leafes of th'ofc unfold Lands, which have been made by the Com- 
mifiioners of the Revenue, are not entered on the Auditor’s Rental, or put in charg* 
by him j nor does this Examinant think fuch Leafes could be put in charge by the 
Auditor Genera), without an exprefs order from the Court of Exchequer,

In fucii 
cafes the Deputy Surveyor General gives Copies of the Maps from the Down Suiwey, 
which afcercains the Counties, Baronies, Parilhes,.Towniands, Quantity of L-and, 
Situations and Boundaries, and the names of the adjoining Lands. And in. cafes 
where the Maps of the Down Survey have been burned by the fire in 1711, or 
otherwife deftroyed or loft, in conrcqucnce of faid fire, he gives Copies from the 
Barony Maps made by General Vallancey.

This Examinant faith. 

That he is a Clerk in the Quit Rent Office \ was appointed by Commiffion, in 
January 1786. 

The duty of this Office is to make out yearly for each Diftritft, an Account of the 
Quit Rents, Crown Rents, Plus I.and Rents, and Compofition Rents, which fhould 
be received by the rerpc( 3 :ive Colledors. 

Thefe Accounts are made out from the Rent Rolls remaining in the Quit Rent 
Office, as certified by the Auditor General ; thefe Rent Rolls feldom vary except in 
cafes of Fairs and Markets, every new Grant of them caufing a fmall addition to the 
Rent Roll, which is certified by the Auditor General to the Clerk of the Quit Rents, 
and added by him to the next Account, for the Diftrift. Diminutions on account of 
overcharges fometimes take place, by order of the Court of Exchequer, grounded on 
the report of the Auditor General. 

The Clerk of the Quit Rents certifies alfo yearly to the Accountant General, the 
fum that each Colledlor is to be charged for the afore-mentioned Rents, and likcwife 
the fum for which he is to get credit on Account of Infolvcnt Arrears. 

Thefe Infolvent Arrears confift of Rents which the Colledor is unable to levy, or 
Rents of fuch Lands as the Colledtor cannot difeoverj and alfo Rents for Fairs and 
Markets, which do not appear to have been held. 

To obtain this credit, the Collector rauft furniffi a lift of the Arrears, and make 
application to. the Cominiffiooers.of the Revenue, ftating, by affidavit, the circum- 
ftances which render him unable to colleft the Rents. The Commiffioners thereupon 
give orders to the Clerk of the Qiiic Rents, that fuch Rents fliall be added to the 
Infolvcnt lift, and credited to the Colleftor. 

No notice of thefe Infolvent Rents is given to the Auditor General, fave their 
appearing to the Colleflor’s credit in his yearly Account, when fent up to the Auditor 
General ; nor is there ever any change made in the Rent Rolls kept in the Auditor 
General’s Office, except in the cafe of diminutions by order of the Court of 
Exchequer. 

The Colleftor cannot pafs his yearly Account without annexing to it the particulars 
of the Rents which he had not been able to coiled, and his affidavit of the circum- 
ftances which.had prevented the colledion.

The whole of the Mountain of Pobble O’Keefe was deemed to be forfeited by 
O’Keefe in this year, with his other eftates. it appears by the Down Survey to 
have contained acres, and was valued at \Ss. 6 id. per annum.^ 

On the I2ch yf February in the 32d year of King Charles the zd, the faid Lands 
were granted in Cuftodiam, to Richard Thomfon, for the-ufe of the then farmers of 
the Revenue. 

By an inquifition taken at Cork of this date, the faid Mountain Pafture was re- 
turned CO contain about 6,000 acres, and was found to have been in the poffeflion of 
•O’Keefe on the 13th of February 1688, a.nd was fold with other Lands by -the then 
Truftee', to the Company of Hollow Blades, fubjeft to the aforefaid Rent.— But 
this Company fh<irtly afterwards proved that they did not purc.hafe laid Mountain, 

• but that the fame was interlined in .their Deed, without their .privity or confenc. 
This they pleaded in Court, to which the then Attorney General, filed aeonfelTion, 
upon which they obtained Judgement, and an Order of the Court, dvfcharging them 
of faid Lands, and the Rent and Arrears thereof. 

In this year Lewis Jones, Efq. petitioned the then Lords Juftices and Privy 
Council of Ireland, for a Leafe of 99 years of faid Lands, at £-So. per annum, 
and amongft other matters, .ftated .that :tbe .Crown had never received any benefit 
from faid Lands. 

This .petition was referred to the -Commiflioners of the Revenue, to report the 
ftace and value of faid Lands for faid term, anej, after a variety of Reports from the 
Commiffioners, Clerk of the Quit Rents, and The Colleftor of Mallow, it was at 
length agreed to give fuch Leafe at ;^.86. per annum. 

I'he then Lord Lieutenant and Privy Council, by Deed of this date, demifed 
faid Lands to Lid Jones, at -laid Rent of 86. per annum. 

Lord Orrery always claimed and kept poflcffion of the moft confidcrable part of 
faid Land.s, and the remainder only was enjoyed under faid Leafe, and in the 
year 1722, a conteft aroCe between his Majefty and Lord Orrery relative to faid 
X.ands i and after a .variety of proceedings, in which his Lordfhip proved that fatd 

Lands 
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Lands were anciently the eftate of M‘AulifFe, and were in the tenure and occu- 
picion of his Lordihip and family, previous to and fince 164T, and never the eftate 
of O’Keefe. 

But it was admitted by his Lordfhip that O’Keefe claimed a preferiptive Right 
of Commonage on the part of the faid Lands adjoining his eftate, which his Lord- 
fhip, by fpecial favour, permitted; of this part, however, Mr. Jones got poffeflion. 
Jt was ordered by the Court of Exchequer, That a furvey fhould be made of faid 
Lands, which was accordingly done, a Map of which is in the Surveyor General 
of Land’s OfBce, by which it appears that the part of faid Lands in His Majefty’s

It appears that the Officers of the Grown were fatisfied with this Survey, and that 
fame was confirmed on morion of the then Attorney General. 

In this year his Majefty’s then Attorney General, and Commiffioner Robert French, 1744. 
were of opinipp that Lord Orrery's long pofleffion wouW prevail againft ihe Crown, 
and they advifed not to proceed any farther, bi:t to accept of a proportionate Rent 
for that part of the L.ands In his Majefty’s poflclTion. 

In this year Anne Jones, Executrix of Lewis Jones the younger, who was Exe- 1769. 
cucor of Lewis Jones the elder (the LefTec) filed a Bill in the Court of Exchequer 
againft his Majefty’s then Attorney. General, (lacing that fhe enjoyed only a part of 
the Lands under the faid Leafe, and praying that the rent might be reduced in fuch 
a fum as ftiould be in proportion to the quantity and quality of the L.ands fhe 
enjoyed. The Attorney General anfwered faid Bill, and admitted the material 
parts thereof: but pending laid Caufe faid Anne Jones died, and thereupon the 
Caufe was revived in the name of Sir Richard Johnfton, as Adminiftrator de bonii 
non of Lewis Jones the elder and younger, with their rcfpedlive Wills annexed, and 
Adminiftrator of the faid Anne Jones. 

In faid fuit it was agreed between his Majefty’s then Attorney General, and the 
Attorney concerned for faid Sir Richard Johnfton, that the aforefaid Map ffiould be 
taken as condufive evidence of the 'proportions of faid Lands poflefTed by the 
r_efpe(ftive claj.mants. 

In this year wicneftes were examined in the faid Caufe, as to the comDaracive 1771. 
quality or value of the feveral parrs of faid Lands, anj it was proved by onc*witnefs 
examined on behalf of faid Sir Richard Johnfton, that, fuppofing the whole rated 
at ;f.86, the proportion for the 1,903 a. i r.

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The .Duty of his office is Co tranfsdt fuch Law Bnfinefs relative ro the Forfeited 
Eftates as he may be diredled to do by the Government, or the Commiflioners of 
the Revenue. 

The Forfeited Eftates confift, F.rR, of the Eftates forfeited in confequence of the 
Rebellion of 1641 j next, the Eftates forfeited in confequence of the Rebellion of 
i 638 ; and laftly, thofe forfeited in coniequence of the Rebellion of 1798. 

With refpecl to the forfeitures of 1641, he underfirands that when thry are leafed 
it is done by Patent, in confequence of the King’s Letter, and fometimes by the 
I.ord Lieutenant and Privy Council, in purfuance of a Statute of the 2d of Anne, 
chap. 8 . 5 but whether any fteps are taken to afeertain the real value he cannot fa)', 
not being within his department. :He believes the Rent Rolls are very defedlive, 
but fuch Rents as are received are colleclcd by the Excife .Collcdtors. He believes 
there are a great number of denonninations of Lands of the forfeitures of 1641, 
which were never granted away, and are called Undilpofcd.Lands }” being fubjciS: 
to Quit Rents, they were placed in charge on the Rent Roll. 

With refpeift to the forfeitures of 1688, they were entirely under the manage- 
ment of the Commiflioners of the Revenue, and were leafed by them until the 33d 
• of Geo. 3d, by which Aft they were re-vefted in the Crown, and fomc of them 
have been leafed by the Crown. 

As to the forfeitures of 1798, the Kents of B. 3 , Harvey’s eftate are received 
by a Receiver, appointed by the Court of Exchequer, and applied to the difeharge of 
incumbrances. The Eftates of Cornelius Grogan are in the hands of his brother, 
John Knox Grogan, Eiq. and the Rents applied in like manner, as Examinant 
believes. 

No Rents were ever received cut of Lord Edward Fitzgerald’s eftare, it being, 
as Examinant underftands, at or immediately after his death, placed in the hands 
of a Receiver appointed by the Court of Chancery in a forcclofure Caufc, and after- 
wards fold under a decree obtained in that lame Caufe.

•account regularly for thofe Rents.

In tlie account made 
up in the Quit Rent office to 5th January tSo6, for the purpofe of certifying to 
the Aecounfant General the charge againlf the Colleflor. the Clerk of the duir 
Rents gave the Coliecfor credit for all the Rent and Arrears charged on ttefc 
Lands to that day, underlfanding from the Commiffioners of the Revenue that the 
Colleftor was to account for the fame, with the Calhicr of Forfeited Eftates’.

“ We vour Majefty’s mod dutiful Subjefts the Commons of Ireland, in Parliament 
adcmblcd, with hearts full of the wanneft duty and gratitude, being dcfirous that 
a certain and competent Revenue for defraying the cxpences of your Majefty’s Civil 
Government, and fupporting the dignity and honour 'of your Crown in Ireland 
during Your Majefty’s life (which God long preferve) may be fettled on Your 
- Majefty, and as a tcftlmony of Your unfeigned attention to your facred perfon, 
through whom Your Majefty’s fubjeds have the ftrongeft alTurance that the Re- 
ligion, l.,aws, and Liberties of this Ps.ca!m will be continued 5 and that they Your 
IvTajcfty’s fubjefts and their pofteriry may, through the Divine goodnefs, enjoy every 
blciilng under your aufpicious Reign, have refolvcd to grant 'unto You our moft 
gracious Sovereign Lord King George the Third, a certain Revenue, payable as 
hereinafter mentioned, and do moft humbly befeech Your Majefty that it may be 
Eniiifled, and be it Enaftcd by the King’s moft Excellent Majefty, by and with the 
advice and confent of the Lords Spiritual arid Temporal, and Commons, in this

^Vool Licences, the Monies arifing by Crown Rents, Compofition Rents, Quit 
Rents, and all other Rents payable to and for the ufe of His Majefty, the Monies 
.arifipg by fines for Writs of Covenant, and Writs of Entry, the Monies arifing by 
Poft-fincs, the Monies arifing by Sheriffs proffers, and Compofitions in the Ex- 
•chequer, the Revenue arifing on the procefs of the Green Wax, and all ocher cafual 
Revenue, and the Monies arifing to his Majefty from Fines, Forfeitures, and Penal- 
ties, inflifted by virtue of any Aft or Afts relating to any of his Majefty’s Revenues, 
.and ail IDucies, Rates, Impofitions, and Taxes, and all other public Monies, an<l all 
arrears of any Duties or Revenues, and alfo ail cafual Revenues which fliall ai ife 
and to be paid into the Exchequer, not being particularly appropriated or appointed 
to any ufe or ufes by any Aft of Parliament, fliall during the life of His faid 
Majefty, (whom God long preferve) be carried to, and conftituce a fund to be called 
the Confolidated p'und, and the fame ftiall be ilfuecl and apiilied by the High Trea- 
furcr, 'Vice Treafurer or Vice Treafurers of this Kingdom, his or their Deputy or 
Deputies, or by fuch other perfon or perfuns as fliaii or may be authorized thereto, 
to the ufes and purpofes hereinafter directed, and to none other.” 

Sec. 15th. — “ And whereas it is expedient to provide, chat on the demife of His 
prtfent Maj;fty (whom God long preferve) a fum of Money fhould at the end 
of every Quarter, be fet apart in the Exchequer, equal to a fum which the whole 

of 
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of the Hereditary Duties heretofore granted or payable to His Majefty would 
amount to, in cafe the fame had not . been altered by any Ad this Sefllon of Par- 
liament, granting Duties for one year in lieu of all former Duties, or fhall not be 
altered by any Ad to be pafled during the life of His Majcfty, to be applied to the 
like purpofes to which the fame would be applicable, if this Ad had not been made - 
Be it therefore Enaded, That from and immediately after the dcmife of His prefent 
Majefty {whom God long preferve) the proper Officers do compute the exad fum 
to which the whole of the faid Hereditary Duties would amount, if the fame had 
not been altered, and tranfmit an account thereof quarterly, into the receipt of 
the Exchequer ; and the proper Officers at the receipt of the Exchequer are hereby 
diredcd to fet apart out of the Duties which ffiall compofe the faid Confolidated 
Fund, at the end of every quarter, from and immediately after the demife of His 
prefcnt Majeftyj fucli a fum of Money as it ffiall appear by fuch account, the whole 
of the faid Hereditary Duties would have amounted to within fuch quarter refpec- 
tively, and the fame ffiall be paid to the fuccelTors of the King’s Majefty, for ever 
hereafter, in lieu and for the_ like purpofes of the feveral Hereditary Duties which 
would be payable to His’ Majcfty, His Heirs and Succeflbrsj if the fame had not 
been altered.”
